How manifestly true is it tbat abso- 
luto periectioa is not to be looked for in 
any human production. Too greatest 
effort of the greatest minds can at best 
only lay claim to comparative perfection, 
"tfor almost a century have our Eoptibli- 
can neighbors been seeking to convince 
the rest of the world that they bad at- 
tained perfection in buraati government, 
but only to prove that it took nearly 
» bundrod years to discover tbo imper- 
fection*. None will attempt to deny 
ihe unparalled success of the United 
States. Of them it may almost be said 
nation has been bom in a day. Nor 
Trould we seek to undervalue the im- 
portant part enacted by the Great Ke- 
E°b ioiu<b« cause ot civilization and 

freedom Tu il the il,habi r l8 r 
Old World owe much of that freedom 
they now enjoy. To it the New World 
i! great part owes its advuiicemou. a 
fte'domand power I.l|J.*«5f 
moy be said more or less to look, but, 
with all this the ConBlimiiou of the Uni- 
ted States is very far from presenting a 
faultless 0< de ot civil polity. On the 
contrary the faults of the Bjeteai are 
both numerous and grave, and it la a 
hopeiul indication that the American 
nation is beooming awake to those faults. 
The scales are at last falling from the 
eyes of intelligent, thinking Americans, 
and they have the discernment to tee 
and the oa. dor to oonfesB the Laws 
in a system they have for so many year, 
been calling upon all men to fall down 
worship. Thus we find a very influen- 
tial member of the American Itoas, 
and a Republican withal, saying 'In 
theory the Government of the United 
Slates is the best in the world, Io prac- 
tice it is, in many respects, one of the 
■worst in Christendom. It is bod in.the 
Executive Department, and it if corrupt 
beyond all example in the Legislative. 
Oar Federal and State Legislatures 
nre disgracefully corrupt.' An attempt 
at legislating to stem this tide of corrupt- 
ion has, asmost of our readers will know, 
been reosntly made in OobgttM. Mr 
Sargent proposes to make it criminal 
for a member of Congress to solicit the 
President or any member of iho Cabi- 
net to appoint any person to ofKce. Il 
is now the oustom for Congressmen to 
claim that it is their rieht to say who 
■ball be appointed to office in their re- 
ipective Districts, and it is but too 
a-enerally understood that the vote robs 
With that right. Aai it will readily be 
■een how strong is the motive for con- 
trolling these appointments, lo make 
the ottluiala of the DistriOt the creature- 
of his will is to fortify his own position 
and comolidate his power. Nor do tbo 
interests of the Seutuors run in diflereut 
channels. To have his friends in fat 
Cffice* is to render the calling and elec- 
tion of the member of the Upper Cham- 
ber sure. Thus do wo see proseuted a 
complete net-work of interests all tend- 
ing to corruption as surely us the sparks 
fly upward; and ibis net-wo.k forms the 
basis upon which that matchless »uper- 
.truotore rests. Wo have alluded to 
Kr Sargent's remedy. Turn wo to Air 
Jenckes'. The bill proposed by Mr Jenckes 
is a more comprt-lieuMvo and, to our 
Blind, more practical uud effective rem- 
edy, 'it provides thai no pi rou shall 
be appointed to any o( ihe lioenty Jive 
thousand minor Federal iffloea— excuul- 
io K some 3UO0 of the higher offices— 
nntil he shall have passed a strict exa- 
mination, and been declared competent 
to fill it.

Tho Uauglng Gardens of Babylon. 

The great Babylon king Nebuchadneizar 
'died B <J SGI), when be bud completed bis 
conquests, as ho found himaolf in pooaeeaion 
of treasures uncounted, and captives by tens 
of tbousaod, determined aUo to Bignaliza hie 
reign by Borne ol tbe triumphs ot peace. He 
built a new palace of colossal dimension*, 
and surrounded it with a triple wall, tbe 
outer one of whioh was some seven 
miles in oiicui'-he erolosed the city ol 
Babylon with a wall, which, Herodotus says 
won three hundred and thirty leet high, and 
made the Hanging Gardens. This last work 
was undertaken to gratify hia wife, Amyitis, 
a Median princess. Having paeeeo. her 
sooneer days in a mouoteinoua regioo, she 
disliked the uoilorm level ol the country 
around Babylon and pined lor the woods 
and bills oi Media. Tbe lolly rocks and 
var'oua trees of tbia wnoderful paradise _ were 
an attempt to imitate Median ecenery. Hiese 
wardens wero high enough to overlook the 
walls of the oity, and occupied a square ol 
lour hundred loot on ore fide. 

It has been a question how these gardens 
were supported at tbis 4 great height, as it was 
until lately taken for granted trial Ibe Baby, 
loaia'ns did not understand ihe principle ol 
the arcb, But it is now known that very 
perlect niche, were built in Kuypi.in Assyria 
and in B^bylouiaceoturies belore Nebuchad- 
nezzar's timo, end bo tbe question le simpli- 
fied, , 

Tbe nnciint Romans, wbon they bad to 
carry a stone aqueduct aoroas a deep ravine, 
sometimes bnili three or four tiers ol urohes 
one above another, till the required level at 
which the wuter was to be carried was 
reached. In the same manner, only on a 
larger scale, was this mound of Iho garden* 
raided. They built one Btory ol arches, cover- 
ing the rtquired space; on this was placed 
a eeooud story— and inns wns story aller 
story raised. A great uinsa of airth oovored 
iho top, and wuter was supplied from tbe 
Euphrates through pipes. Not only Hewers 
nod Bhruha grew there, bat cress of the 
largest Biza— some of tbero bo large thai 
ibeir tionk*, according to .Quintus Cartas, 
wore twelve feet in diameter. Tne ascent 
io ihe gardens wns by steps, and on the way 
up among tbe aiches, were stately apart- 
ments, whoso coolness Iho heat of the 
climate could Utile effect— From Oliver 
Optic's Magazine,

fng»room. *J.,' wt>8 her partner in tho 
first dance, but afterwards disappeared 
until supper timo. Offended by his 
neglect, sbe said she wo'ild return homo 
at, once, and ho attended her thither. 
Very little wag naid b) either party ui" 
til they had nearly reached the bouso, 
when 'J.' iuformed bin companion that 
he was not going in ; and present- 
ing hor with a boautilul pearl-handled 
penknilcj and asking her wbon slio used 
il to think of him, ho suddenly loft her. 
Tbo girl on telling hor mother all that 
bad pa»sed, was astonished at loarning 
that 'J.' had not been out of the house 
sinoo early nightfall, but had gono to bed 
boforo tho hour at which tho ball 
began. Thogiil refused to belive it, 
but after some diaca>sion her moth-r 
took her to 'J\-.' room, and thore 
bo was Boon calmly and pro- 
foundly sleeping.
